Tlie hrilliant .Missoiirl-hretl three-year-old Dr. Gard- 
ner. recently purchased from Barney Schreiber for 
$ir>,0tl0 and mnninp for the first time in the colors 
of T. n. Sullivan palloped aw.ay from hiph class 
field of sprinters in the Bronx. The minimum of 
ciTort marked the hip Kannockhtirn colt’s prand 
achievement, despite the hip weipht concessions to 
his o|>|ionents. Tlie victor’s feat was of such a con- 
vincinp «-haracter tb.at horsemen and pnhlic .alike he- 
pan to .sit up and take notice. .Messrs. Belmont and

Harry Payne Whitney’s Prince 
Hamburg, at 111 pounds, was dropped into a soft 
spot in the opening handicap, and hacked to win a 
tdp Slake, he was able to gallop away from his 
mediocre ‘opposition throughout. Aiter that, with 
the exception of Airs, short priced favorites swept 
the card, in Toddles, Far West, Dr. Gardner anl 
Itelraere. The last named, owning to an error in 
tlie secretary’s office was not lnclude<l in the en- 
iries sent out yesterday.

TOMMY SHANNON DIES AT LEXINGTON. 

Lexington, Ky.. October 10. — Thomas H. Shannon, 
widely known on the .Vmerlcan turf as bookmaker, 
owner and breeder, died at his Hollywood Farm near 
this city yesterday afternoon. For the past four 
years .Mr. Shannon had been a sufferer from tuber- 
culosis and it was this that cause<l his death. He 
was thirty-five years of age. He began his career 
.IS a newsboy in this city. At the age of fifteen he 
cnter<“d the employ of Itobert Holloway as an em- 
ploye in the old Turf Kx<'hange poolroom. He 
developed .superior judgment in the selection of 
winning horses and iK'fore he had attuineil his major- 
ity he had umasseil a fortune uud was making book 
fw the tracks. Then he became uji owner, among 
ills horses being Meckie H., Sweet Blossom au<l 
I'lclipse, the latter one of the stars of the old 
<iiittenl)erg track. It was while Shannon owned 
Jleckle H. that William McGnigan was ruled off tlie 
turf on a charge of having her pulled in the fwst 
heal of a race against Josie O. Sliaimoii went lv>- 
fore the judges after that heal and compiaine-l 
against his trainer. The jockey received positive 
instructions from the officials, with the result that 
.Meekie II. won and McGnigan was banished. Uhanuon 
put hla hioney into real estate, the principal property 
being Hollj-wood Farm. About four years ago he 
whs compelleil to abandon his busine.ss and went to 
,\ri*ona in the hoi>e that he would re<v»ver his 
health. He made the move too late.

URGES HOME RULE FOR CANADIAN RACING. 

Toronto Sunday World Says a Canadian Jockey Club 
Has Become an Absolute Necessity, 

"The ojieniug of the new track at Mojitreal marks 
another and a definite era in Canada,” says 
the Toronto Sunday World’s racing critic. “It also 
emphasizes the need of a purely Canadian Jockey 
Club to regulate dates and to control things gener- 
ally, for with Toronto, Hamilton, Fort Erie, IVindsor, 
Quebei' and other places clamoring for dates twice 
a year, all lietween May 20 and October 13, some- 
thing will have to he done to avoid clashing with 
each other, to say nothing of the meetings at 
Buffalo and Saratt^a, where there will necessarily 
lie horses that would cross the Iiorder if the dates 
suited. There are 12»> days allowed for between 
the two dates, wlilch, allowing for traveling, would 
be pretty well absorlied if Toronto took twenty, 
Haniiltou twenty, Montreal twenty-six, Fort Erie 
thirtj’, Wind.sor fifteen, and Qoeliee and other 
places that might arise to claim dates the balance, 
it is not, however, so ninoh the total allotraont of 
dates that will puzzle the wise heads as the allot- 
ment in the season of the year. Montreal will 
want some of the summer season, bnt, If Toronto 
takes thirteen days, Hamilton eleven, and Fort Erie 
thirty, leaving Windsor for the back-end of earn- 
mer, Montreal wonld have no riiauce until the 
last half of July oomee around and SoxatOffA la 
at band. Both Bnffalo and Saratoffa will' seeming 
have to be clashed with, but as that la ana voidable 
the difficulty will have to be met. It wlU be another 
and far more serious thing If our own dates clash. 
Thus, as 1 have said, a Canadian Jockey Club baa 
become an abeolnte necessity, and I trust will be 
brought into active existence during the approach- 
ing winter. Executives of clubs can take my word 
for it that the knowledge that our rules are not 
made by aliens, nor altogether carried into effect 
by them, will go a long way towards reconciling 
tlie people with iJie sport and its connections.” 



. New York, October 10. — Whether or not jockey 
Shaw will ride for Weinberg Brothers in Germany 
next year depends entirely upon the terms of the 
contract aside from the money feature. Some time 
ago George Walker wrote to Shaw asking for his 
terms. Shaw replied that he would sign a contract 
for $1.5,000 and all of his expenses for the season. 
He received a reply by cable saying that the terms 
were agreeable, and that details of the term.s would 
he mailed. Shaw is now awaiting his fate for 
next year In the letter en route from Germany. If 
everything else is agreeable as the retainer named 
Shaw will sign a contract; if not, he will remain 
here. Shaw is not anxlons to go abroad, but with 
an advantageous engagement believes that he can 
do better there than here. He would not he asked 
■to make less than 110 or 112 pounds. He has never 
been In better form than this season and will surely 
keep up the reputation of American riders if he 
decides to go abroad. 



JIMMY ROWE’S FLEETING MEMORY. 

Things must come pretty fast in the life of the 
snccessful trainer of racehorses, for many of them 
seem to forget leading details of important events 
In their careers. Two man in the paddock at 
Brighton Beach on the closing day of the autumn 
meeting were discussing the fieeting memories of 
horsemen in general when James Rowe, trainer of 
James R. Keene’s stable, joined them. 

“I’ll bet .limmy Rowe does not rememher any- 
thing about the last raee lie rmle,” said one of the 
men. ‘‘How about it, Jimmy?” 

•Mr. Rowe gazed fnminatively ont into infield 
a minute and then gave it up. 

‘"^'O'^’ce right,” he said. “I can’t rememher 
about that race to save my life. It was at Jerome 
P>*Bk— Pn» pre*tj.gure of fhaf'-^ut-whslt the horse’s 
name was I’ve clean forgotten. I believe it was 
Fadladeen — no, it was old Spindrift. To tell the 
truth, however, 1 really don’t know — I can’t re- 
member anyViing about that raee, and yet you’d 
think a fellow who rode as long as I did would 
rememher his last race. But whatever it was 
I don’t imagine I won it or I wouldn’t be so hazy 
about it.”. 

LAZARUS BUYS MAJOR DAINGEBFIELD. 

New York, October 10.— .Mose Goldblatt has sold 
-Major Dalngerfield to Sam H. l.azarus for $5,000 and 
the big black son of Handspring — -Mon Droit will 
head the Texas turfman’s .stud. Major Daingerfield 
is now at Churchill Downs. Louisville, from where 
he will be shipped in a day or two to Texas. Major 
Daingerfield is seven years old. He is one of the 
remarkable racehorses of the present decade. In bis 
six years on the turf he has won twenty-one races 
and $94,-580 In stakes and pnrses. His most notable 
victories were the Brooklyn Derby, the Annual Cham- 
pion, the 1-awrence Realization, the Tidal Stakes, the 
I’arkway and the Long Island Handicaps. Here is 
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BELMONT PARK’S NEW RECEPTION BARN. 

New York, Oetoher lO.t — The new barn at Belmont 
Dark for the accommodation of horses .shipped from 
Sheepshead Ba}- and Gravesend for the day's racing 
and returned in the evening is a move that is 
greatly appreciated by the trainers.

A new loading and unload- 
ing platform has also been made, and the arrange- 
ments for the reception and care of the horses 
are all that could be desired. It was thought 
that thirty stalls would be ample for the dally 
Iiatronage from the other tracks, but as a starter 
there were fifty horses on the Sheepshead Bay spe- 
cial Monday. 

TWO PREMIUMS FOE FLAVANUS. 

New York, October 10. — The breeding bureau of 
the Jockey Clul) reports that the horse Flavanus, by 
AVaterore.ss — Flavane, In charge of H. M. Prime, 
Keesville, Essex County, exhlbitetl at the Essex 
Cotmty Fair at Westport and at the CUnton County 
Fair, Platt.sburg, was awarded first premium at 
loth fairs. 

NEW STARTING GATE TOO COMPLICATED. 

The new starting barrier was not put in operation 
during the races at Belmont Park Momlay. When 
an official was asked why it had not been tried, he 
declared tliat it was too complicated. The stewards 
have decided to use the old gate and to cling to the 
old method of starting — from a standstill while the 
horses are datfooted. 



WIMMER HAS XACDONOUGH’S Y EART.Ty GS. 

W. O’B. Macdonoagb has sent a number of year- 
lings to Peter Wimmer, to be wintered and trained 
for next season. Mr. Macdonoagb. it is understood, 
intends to place hie bones for next season with 
different ta^rs.

EACING FOR PinSBURG. 

NEW TRACK IN WEST VIRGINIA IS TO B» 
BUILT NEXT JUNE. 

Messrs. Winn and Rhinock Are the Promoters— Plant 
to Cost Half Hillion Dollars— Money 
Has Been Subscribed. 



Pittsburg, Pa., October 10. — It is now certain th.at 
a racetrack will ho opened in this vicinity next year. 
The promoters are Congressman .Toseph L. Rhinock 
of jientucky and Matt J. Winn, president of the 
Araerlean Tnrf .Assoelation and general manager of 
the plant of (he New IxuilsTllle Jockey Clnb. Op- 
tions have been taken on three or four sites In 
West Virginia, all within forty miles of this city and 
all lying on one or more railroads and trolley lines. 
A eholee of these options will he made during tho 
eoming fortnight. It is pr.aotically certain, how- 
ever, that the location to be chosen is the one di- 
rectly across the river from Stenbenvllle, Ohio. This 
is somehtlng less than an hour’s ride from Pittsburg 
and is reached by the Pennsylvania and Wabash 
Railroads. The money has all iieon subscribed and 
immediately the site is selected, a Jockey clnh will 
be organized. Mes.srs. Rhinock and Winn were here 
the first part of the week and It is the nnderstaud- 
ing of those who have their confidence that the 
pl.ant is to be ready for racing next .Tune. 

Winn Confirms Pittsburg Story. 

Louisville, Ky., October 19. — .\ rscetrack In West 
Vlrglna, within forty miles of Pittsburg, is a cer- 
talnt.v, Mes-srs. Rhinock and Winn, who have Just 
returned from FIttsbarg,. made this anaennceiBent 
today. Mr. Winn says the location of the plant will 
likely be just across the river from Stenbenvllle. It 
is to cost a half million dollars. The capital will be 
furnished by Pittsburg, West Virginia, Ohio and 
Kentucky people. The plant will be modem In 
every respect and Mr. Winn, who is to be Its general 
manager, expects it to he completed in time for a 
meeting next June, 

This project has been under consideration for 
about four months. Shortly after the ChurcfilU 
Downs meeting last spring Mr. Winn went to Pitts- 
burg to look over some ground in the neighb«*hood 
available for racetrack purposes. After much dicker- 
ing he secured options on tracts near Steubenyllle 
and Glen Cove. Then he set about to interest in- 
fluential business men and politicians in the ven- 
ture. He has succeeded in securing the co-operation 
of irnople who will try to protect the sport. 

There was one tract of land that Mr. Winn looked 
over, but decided that It would not do for racing 
purposes. Shortly after he departed, one of John 
Condon’s men, pre.siimably Charles Miers, brought 
surveyors there and in going over it, located an 
oil well, a veritable gnslier. now the place cannot 
he had, it Is said. 

THOMAS CLYDE’S RACING PREPARATIONS. 

New York, October 10. — Captain Fred Presgrave 
hn.s established a new lioroe for the racing stable 
of Thomas Clyde at Saltshnry, Md., or, more pro- 
perly speaking, at Presgrave’s Landing, as the 
genial manager for Mr. Clyde has already had a 
railroad station named for him at his new home. 
The farm at Bryn Mawr will no longer be used for 
(he thoroughbreds. The breeding stock ■will soon be 
transferred to Kentncky. Mr. Presgrave has for 
some time owned a farm at Salisbury ■which was 
devoted to dnek raising, bnt the ducks have been 
shooed away to make room for the thoroughbreds. 
Mr. dvde bought some land adjoining the Presgrave 
property and has erected a stable at a cost of 
$2-5.000 that is without an equal in the country. 
Here the horses in training will be wintered and 
the yearlings will get their early training there. 
.VI Weston, the trainer for the stable, will probably 
take .1 small bnnch of horses to New Orleans the 
coming winter. The interest Mr. Clyde has taken 
In the new farm and the money that has been ex- 
pended in fixing it up is proof eonclnsive that he 
is not likely to soon lose an interest in the sport. 



NEW NUMBER SYSTEM FOR STARTERS. 

New York, October 10. — An Innov.ation at Bel- 
mont Park is a number svstem for the horses In 
tlie paddock. The new number is intended to be put 
on the arm of the horse’s attendant and shows the 
number of the race as well as the program number. 
It is given to the attendant on entering the pad- 
dock and by Its use a horse may always be Identi- 
fied, no matter if in the paddock ahead of the race 
in which he is to start The system was considered 
a nuisance by the horsemen, or rather by the at- 
tendauts. “It is the custom at aU of the tracks 
1 visited abroad,” said S. S. Howland, “and locked 
to be surii a good thing that we adopted It It ought 
to be a great convenience to the -reneral pnbltc.” 



ADORATION’S PERFORMANCE HCFRESeiVE. 

Adoration’s good showing at Belmont Park is all 
the more Impressive when It is remembered that she 
got a bad kick in her race at Brighton. A gash 
two inches deep was opened up on her leg, bnt for- 
tunately it yielded to treatment speedily and did not 
prevent the daughter of Ornament from capturing 
the filly half of the Matron Stakes, the richest stake 
that has fallen to Mr. Wilson this season.
